IN THE CAROQUINEZ WOODS,

CHAPTER Tf, 


The sun was going down on @o 
Carquinez woods. The few shatts of 
sunlight that had pierced their 

illared gloom were lost in the un- 
fathomable depths, or splintered their 
ineffectual Iances on the enormous 
trunks of the redwoods.

Sanitary Regulations, 

We have been requested by the Mayor 
to publish the following section, No. 14, 
of By-law No, 22. 

“Every lot or premises in the said muni 
cipality on which may be erected a dwell- 
ing heyse shall have cqnnected tnerewith 
an earth closet with a suitable drawer for 
the removal of the night soil, and the own- 
er or oceupant of such lot or premises shall 
have the contents of such drawer sprinkled 
from time to time between the terms of 
emptying the same with sufficient lime, 
ashes, earth or other disinfectant so as to 
suppress ali odor therefrom. And the said 
owner or oecupant of any such Jot or prem- 
ises, who shall neglect or refuse to cause 
such earth closets to be constructed within 
two weeks after such owner or occupant 
has been notified to do so by the Health 
Inspector, or who shall neglect to have the 
contents of the suid drawer sprinkled as 
aforesaid shall incur the penalties provid- 
ed fer an in‘raction of this by-law. Pro- 
vided nevertheless, that this section of this 
By-law shall not be constraed to apply to 
the privies now erected and in use within 
this paste Aa wlity until the expiration of 
twelve months from the passing of this By- 
law.
